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INTRODUCTION .

The UnHon Territory ot Manipui is an insulated, lull-gut, 'gcogra.phic0.lly 
distinct u>nfr of tho country. The border lulls 1 own thcinbclvCb into parallel 
rows with altitudes varying from *1,000 fict to 10,000 ftct above tho sea 
level and covering ovoi 90 por cent Ol tli » whole surface area of 8,028 3 
square miles. It is b< unded on tho north by Na , il m 1 [ on th< east aipd 
South by Burma, and >n the west and south-wost by tin Cachar and Mizo 
{Districts of Assam. 

2. The Territory is divided into two distinct zoneb — thfc valley of Manipur 
'.consisting of Imphal town, Imphal East, Imphal Wist Bishenpur and Thoubal 
Sjfab-Divibioas, and tho L 11 region includes tin. bub-di\ l^jons ol M 10-Sadar Hill, 
Ukhrul, Topgnpppal, Chuiachandpur, Tainenglong an 1 lmbam. Tlic valley ib 
mainly inhabited by Mutois, and the hill aicab by difloreut tubal communi- 
ties amongst whom the most important au tin Ni_,ib and KuLis. 


S. Situated between 98.33*E, and 34.p»*E and 2 i.S3*N and 25 <i8*N, the 
* Territory h4s a pleasant and salubrious climate doponling upon the elevation. 
Hie rainfall vanes trim 56 inches to 160 inches a yeai. The rainy season 
is from April to Octob r and the tempeiivtuio vanes fiom 0*0 to 40*C. 

4. The natural rosorices of Manipur havo yet to be fully investigated. 
Limestone ‘ is need main.y for Ideal lime-burning industry. Recent investigation 
by the Geological Sunny of India indicates tbit u Urge lime depobit is 
available in the Ukhrul area an£ that theie is possibility of a foment factory of 
100 tons per pay capacity. Most forests are of mixed tjpe and timber value 
is comparatively low. Bamboo is plentiful. The aiea under Reserved Fprest 
is only 4.6 p.<?. and that under protected forests is 0.9 p e. Tho rests are un- 
' c lassifie d forests. Therefore the income from forests constitutes only 14% of 
fihe total revenue. TLis ib due, to inaccessibility, uneconomic technique of 
Extraction and management and jhumiiig. 
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5 * The total population cf Manipur is 7,80,087 according to the 196] 
Census figures. The density of population per square mile is thus 90. The 
valley with 06 per cent of the total population and 8 percent of land area, 

has aj density of -747 pe,r square mile whereas, in the hills it is 38. The 

population in Manipur is almost entirely tui&1, 

6 . Agriculture is the mainstay of the people and 88.4 per cent depend 

on it. As the j^adastral survey of the valley* has not completed, land utili- 

sation cannot bie/' correctly ascertained. Little' ib known about the lulls. Of 
the 44,900 acrespn the valley, about 50 per cent is un^or cultivation, about 
8 per cent are^jf is /lot available for cultivation, and the rest consists of 
Culturab'e viable^ pastures and fallow land. 

7 . The means of communication in Manipur are not yet satisfactory. A, 
large part of the Hill area is ‘inaccessible,. There are no railways. The road 
de\clopmcnt schemes are all in progress. Difficult- terrain, non-avai lability of 
skilled and unskilled labour, difficulty to obtain materials, and disturbfd con- 
ditions in the tribal areas, are the main problems impeding ttu* progress of 
tjtfjp programmes for road and other development works. 

1 The Government of the Union Territories Aqt, 1963 came into force 
in Manipur from 1st July, 1963 and the Manipur Territorial Council Act, 
1956 ceased to operate from tha^t date. 80 elected and 2 nominated members 
of the former jcouncil const tuted Legislative Assembly. There is a Council 
of MinipterB consisting of three Ministers including the Chief Minister. The 
Speaker and the Deputy Speaker of the Assembly were eloctcd on 22nd July, 
1968, Shri M. Koireng Singh is the Chief Minister, Shn A. Daiho, Finance 
Minister and jShri & Angou Singh, Development Minister, The Government 
iflj afibistcd by. a, Secretariat consisting of a Chief Secretary and six Secretaries 
irieluding one 'for, the Assembly Secretariat. Shri E. B. Saksona, I.A.S. conti- 
nued as the ;Chief Secretary.

The Unipn Territory of Manipur having a total area of 8,628 3 square 
miles is treated, as a single District for tho purpose of Revenue Adminis- 
tijation and is placed unOer one Deputy Commissioner and district Magistral^. 
T|h© whole Territory is divided into 10 Sub-Divisions, 6 in the 4 hills and 4 
* the plains with one Sub- Divisional Officer in charge of each Sub Division. 

e Deputy Cclmrriissionc i and District Magistrate js assisted in the Jisehaige 
<ft his duties by one Additional Distiict Magistrate besides two other Addi- 
^tional Deputy Commissioners who arc directly in charge of Community Deve- 
lopment anc Tribal W el I arc Depirtments.

The Deputy |Commissionor, Manipur was in charge of the Excise Depart- 
ment as Excise ^ Commissioner during the year under report. 

Cultivation tjjf Ganja and distillation of .country liquor had been banned 
since thp year { 1^958. Noarl/ 5,08,059 wild ganja plants were destroyed. There 
were two Excise outposts functioning at Jiribam and ‘ Sekmai >*to check 
smuggling of g^njs e.nd illicit distillation and sale of Uduor by scheduled oaste 
people. In the^ Territory shore was 1 6nb 'Foreign* lujnor 'OFF’ stop for 

public and threfe canteens for military personnel. During the year ’'under re-* 

port 121,472.76 litres of foreign liquor and 981.26 litres of beer word imported. 
The 4 total revenue realised from foreign liquor was Rs. *9,085.75 paise. 
&®j litres of spirit was imported and a sum of Rs. 750.00 was realised as 
taque. 990 grams of inedicinal opium w6re supplied to the licensed kavi rajas 
for preparation of* medicine. 

72 cases of ganja .and 176 cases of liquor were detected by the Excise 

staff. The total collection was Rs 10,447.75 paise «as against Rs. 15,600.25 

paise of the previous year. 



VIII — CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT 


The Industrial Co-operatives were placed in charge of one Assistant Re- 
gistrar separately. There were 5 Assistant Registrars including one for the 
hill areas and 55 Inspectors and Auditors to assist the Registrar, Co- 
operative Societies, l 

During , tjae year under report a Committee with the Development Minister 
ap Chairman and iznpoi^ant leaders of the publio and Hoads of Development 
Departments as members was constitute^ to expedite the recovery of crop 
loans, ' 


Advancing of crop loans were reviewed and credits were now given only 
according f to the needs and repaying capacity of the loanees, 25% of the 
loan sanctioned by tho Manipufr State Co-operative Bank Ltd. was given in 
the form of fertilizers in the jvalley and 10% in the hill areas. 

More Effective control was put on the working of the existing Societies 
as, a result of which tLe share capital of Primary Agricultural Credit Socie- 
ties, 'which stood at Rs 5.21 lakhs in 1962-65 rose to Rs. 6.01 lakhs by the 
end of 1963-61. Tho sLare capital per society came to Rs. 2,140.00; average 
loan per member to Rs. £2.00; average deposit per society stood at Rs. 1,100.00; 
Average working capital p< r $pciety came to Rs. 7,700.00 and average membership 
per society stood at 10 1 . 1 


Preliminary survey to analyse the position of the societies was carried out. 

To cater j the need of the people in j respect of Consumers' articles at 
tpasonable jfojce, one wholesale Co-operative Society and 20 Primary Consum- 
mers' Co-ope^.tivo Societ.es were organised. The Societies started functioning 
from February, 1964. It was found useful in holding the price line and making 
the quality ipfoduets available to the consumers at reasonable pr^ee. 

A, compreSiensive programme for deputation of the officers for) training was 
drawn up getting the existing Staff trained. During the yew; under report 
ejne officer Wes deputed for training in Labour Contract Co-operative Societies, 
ofre for Industrial Co-operative Societies ^and another. in Senior Oncers' course. 

S sides, 4 employees of Cooperative Societies deputed for pilot coiirse in Indus- 
al Cooperative Societies at Kalyani. Two Officers were deputed on foreign 
service and two Inspector to Andhra University for postgraduate training i# 
cooperation. 


The Department organsed study tour of non-official members. One team 
ephsisting of 10 represen stives of societies went oix Btudy tour in Manipur 
Assam. Two representatives of the Mampur Handloom Weavers' Co-operative 
Society Ltd, and the Wj ipur Apex Co-operative MaiheUng Society Ltd. were

A 8-day camp was organised for the members qf the Farming Co-operative 
Societies. A seminar-cam-can p of the representatives of the societies of the 
tribal people wa's also organised. The department implemented non-official educa- 
tion scheme fori educating the members and office bearers of Co-operative Socie- 
ties on Co-operation. The scheme was pushed through the Manipur Federal 
Co-operative Union. The Government contributed Rs. 32,000.00 to the Union 
for this and the Union gave training of the following personnel

Activities 'of Agricultural Marketing Societies were intensified effecting 
improvement in the turnover as well &b in the number of b< pieties 

Total amount of turnover stood at Rs. 10 lakhs. 94 Societies dnl the 
effective business in service and supply functions. 

The Manipur Handloom Weavers* Co-operative Society Ltd. continued func- 
tioning with a paid share capital of Rs. 33,000.00. The number of primary 
members stood at 94. The society in addition to marketing of handloom 
products inside and outside Manipur, took up the work ot procuring yarns 
from the mill f 6t fupply to member Societies. The turnover of the Society 
amounted to Rs« ' 10.88 lakhs 'during the year under report. 

The Manipur Co-opetative Training Institute continued to \ rovide training 
to the employee^'- of the Co-operative Societies. Each trameo was given a 
stipend of Rs. 40.00 per month and lump sum amount oi Rs (>0.00 in form 
of T.A, per session. The duration of the course is six months. 

Klangla FruitJ’*;Preservation Co-operative Society Ltd. was the single insti- 
tute wliifth took*/ up fruit processing. The Government contributed,, a share 
capital of Rs. Ift, 000.00. The Manipur Co-operative Publishing Society Ltd. 
was a new venture. The Gover iment 1 gaye a subsidy *o£ Rs. 2000.00. 

Dipring the year under report 21 industrial Co-operative Societies and 97 
non-injlustnal Co-operative Societies we?3 registered raising 1 the number of Co- 
operative Societies to 1001.

5 more Inspectors in addition .to the Extension Officers 
Co-operation in, the Blocks, were put for looking after Oo-operativc Societies in 
the hill areas. ; The numbtr of Co-operative Societies in the hills stood at 301 
including 66 jtodusfcrial Co-operative Societies.

The depar^jent took up strong measures for the t Recovery of outstanding 
crop loans. l3l70 cases wore inquired into and disposed of. The (Juices were 
reduced to Co-operative demand certificates and sent to Revenue Department 

for execution. 

Manipur State Co-operative Bank. — The bank continued functioning. Various 
measures were initiated to strengthen t,he resources of the bank and to improve 
jj&s , business. A separate department was created in tho bank to cater the 
'seeds of the industrial Co-operative Societies. To advice the bank in financing 
the industrial Co-operative Societies an Industrial Financing Suh-C mimittee 
consisting some of the Directors of Bank and t}ie Secretary (Imlusim to tho 

Government of Manipur a.id the Director of Industries was formed. The total 
deposit commanded by tho bank stood at Rs. 17,77,000.00. 

The Manipur Apex Co-operative Marketing Society continued to function ! 

as an apex institution o:’ all the primary agricultural eiedil societies and 
primary marketing f societ.es. It hp.d a total membership of 201 and dealt 
in agricultural commodities,. It Was appointed as sole distributor of chemical 
fertilizers and agent . iot procurement of paddy. 


IX— AGHICULtURE 

Rice Re sea rch Station. — Varietal-cum-manurial trials of ‘Phouren* and ‘Moirang- 
phou' paddy were conducted. Varietal trials of 10 upland short duration paddy 
varieties viz. BAM5,PTBI0, AC 503, W689, CE11, SLO10, W593, Benibhog, 
SL0.92 and AC 14.24 were conducted. Yield trial on 8 green manuring crops was 
conducted. Varietal trial of 2 hybrid maize varieties-Ganga Hybrid No. 101 
and Ganga Hybrid No. 1 waa conducted. Varietal trial on red arbar and 
rrhite arbar was conducted. Trial ot three wheat varieties of NP718, NP710 
and NF792 was conducted. 

Agricultural , Education. — 8 B.Sc. (Agri.) students eame out successful. 8 serving 
officers were deputed for post-graduate trainirig in i agriculture. 

Improved. Agricultural Practices and Double Cropping.— 5582 acres under 
Japanese method of paddy cultivation, 8450 acres under double cropping were 



(aid out A competition on paddy and maize was organised. 2^27 cultivators 
participated in paddy competition and 1020 cultivators participated m maize 
competition. 

Horticultural Development.—* In the Western Zone 15,823 different varieties 
of fruit plants and 720 cashewnut seedlings were distributed to the intending 
growers, 1175 different varieties of fruit plants and 8978 pine-apple suckfers 
were purchased for planting in Government Progeny Orchards, 12758 plants of guava, 
citrus and apple were propagated by air layering, buddjng and grafting. 
51 kgs„ of different fruit Beeds were sown in the Nursery, h kgs. of different 
vegetable seeds were 1 sown in the nursery for efistribution to the farmers. 80,035 
vegetable sepdlings we ( re bold to the public. 60 kgs., 620gms. of different vegetable 
seeds were sown and 6^70 vegetable seedlings were grown in government orchards. 

In the Eastern Zone 44>S apple plants, 2.90 plum plants, 434 bedana plants, 
10 sapota plants, 100 gms. of papaya seods, 26 litchi plants and 2J kgs. of 
apple seeds were procured and, planted in the progeny orchards for future 
propagation and fruit production as well. About. 340 kgs. of different varieties 
of vegetable 'seeds were procured and distributed to tho public and grown in 
the governpnebt farms. Some seeds of cape goose berry p.ml tinda were in- 
trbduced fbr inducing cultivation of them. 10551 apple grafts, 60 plum plaptb, 
566 bedapa, 46 sapota plants, 76 litebi plants and 4 kg. of papaya seeds 'were 
distributed to the public. 

Out of 15 mali trainees admitted in the previous year, 3 continued their 
studies and came out successful of the final examination. 

Plant Protection. — 38 hand operated sprayers, 17 hand operated dupters and 
about 36 M. tons of pesticides, fungicide and other plant protection chemicals 
were distributed at 75% subsidised rate* 1150 mds. of seeds were treated 
against soil jind seed bor ie diseasos. 8600 acres were brought under various plant 
protection iflteasures. 

Local mahurial resources.— A compost preparation competition was organised 
on award ofj reward*. 68,000 tons (approx) of compost were prepared under 
.departmentat’guidance. 1 ,000 acres (approx) were brought under greisp manuring. 

Introduction of Improved Agricultural Implements.— 230 mould board 
ploughs 110 maize shel.erB, 71 Japanese weeders, '273 hand Takes, 1C hand 
pumps,’ 10 cul tivator-eum -seed drills, 7 paddy threshers, 15 seed dressing drums 
Were distributed at 60% subsidised rate. 

Fruit Preservation Factory.-7027 fts of orange, lemon and pineapple 
Squashes, 1502 lbs of j-ms and jellies orange, poach, pUino, pear and guava

opening Pre-Uni vcrsii clashes in Science with effect from the next srshion. 

The Manipur Colic;, e is also a full flodged degree College in Arts. There were 
730 boys and 21 girls cm roll during the year under report as against 507 boys and 
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7 girls in the previous year. There were 1,6 lecturers on the staff of the 
College during the year under report. 

Law College. — The L. M. Sibyasachi Law College sent up candidates for 
the preliminary, Intermediate a 1 Final Law Examinations, An examination 
centre for Law wap opened at Imphal by the Gauhati University for the first 
time this year. JL candidate iom this College secured the first position in 
the Intermediate Liw Examination of the University. 


TRAIMNG OF TEACHERS. 

Training of Primary School Teachers. — The four Basic Training Institutes 
at Imphal, Canchipur, Kdkchu '4 and Ukhnil gave training to primary 
School teachers and xS 2 of tl j trainees sucecssfully completed the training. 
Another (batch of t'80 primary School teachers were taken in these four insti- 
tutes dating the year, under report. “Boc-kccping” was introduced in three of 
the institutes as a now craft buhject for the trainees. This subject could 
not be introduced iu the Institute at Ukbrul due' to non-availability of 
qualified teacher.
